Final date for obtaining « 20 per 
cent rebate on 1938 car licenses will be

We are all gravely concerned

The Canadian people are not 
yet agreed upon a plan that 
might solve the difficult prob- 
lem Of one thing, however, all 
are agreed upon, which is that 
the superior quality or strength 
of Canadain wheat must be 
maintained; and furthermore 
that the world must be contin- 
ually reminded of that superior 
quality. 

Recently I visited the famous 
International Hay and Grain 
Show at Chicago. It was with 
satisfaction and pride that 
every Canadian visitor could see 
conspicuously posted on the 
walls of the Cereal Exhibition 
Hall, a long list giving the 
oames of Western Canadians 
who had won world's champion 
ships for wheat, 

The news of these high win- 
nings is widely published, and 
is cabled to the far ends of 
the earth, It occurred to me 
that our farmers, our govern- 
ments, and all of us, therefore, 
owe sincere thanks to the mar- 
agement of the Uhicago Hay 
and Grain Show for telling the 
world so generously about the 
championships which Canad. 
ians have won, andso about the 
high quality of our good wheat, 
Following factors have tend 
el to raise price: High temper 
atures cause apprehension for 
Argentine corn crop—France to 
permit imports of 888,000 bushei 
of Canadian wheat—U S 1938.

THE WORLD OF WHEAT 
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KING GEORGE THE SIXTH 


Chapter Four. 
“AND MUCH STUDY IS A 
WEARINESS OF THE FLESH.” 
—Ecclesiastes, Ch, 11, Verse 12. 

While it is true that King George 
the Sixth received an extremely sound 
éducation, yet the parents of the pres- 
ent King were careful to follow the 
old classical ideal ef ‘mens sana in 
corpore sano,” 

Just as soon as the young Prince 
was old enough to stand up, he was 
given military drill, At first this in- 
struction was supplied by Sergeant- 
Major Wright ef the Coldstream 
Guards, and then it was carried out 
under the direction of Pipe-Major 
Henry Forsyth of the Scots Guards 
and Private Simon Cameron of the 
Cameron Highlanders. 

Furthermore, the young Prince 
showed a keen interest in all sports, 
but it is ‘noteworthy that he always 
preferred to be @ participant rather 
than a mere spectator. However, the 
activities in all physical and sporting 
affairs depended entirely on the loca- 
tion of the Roya) home because the 
parents of the present King wished to 
live in close proximity to the home of 
the late King Edward the Seventh. 
Therefore, the Royal Family spent 
part of the season in London, first at 
York House and then at Marlborough 
House or Frogmere near Windsor 
Castle: in the late summer and early 
fall their home was at Abergeldie Cas- 
tle near Balmoral; in the late autumn 
they went south to York Cottage near 
Sandringham where they usually 
spent the winter and spring, except 
for a short stay at Windsor in January 
This implied that all physical or sport- 
ing affairs had to be adapted to defin- 
ite plans and locations. For example, 
while in London, the Prince was an 
active niember of the famous Bath 
Club where he learnt to swim and to 
play squash racquets. a game that hos 
remained a favourite pastime with 
him throughout his life. If at Frog- 
mere, he played the national game of 
cricket, showing unusual ability in his 
performances against the visiting 
teams from Eton and St. George's 
School at Windsor. He played golf 
and football whenever and wherever 
it was possible. While the Royal 
Family lived at Windsor, Sandring- 
ham or Balmoral. the keepers used to 
look on the young Prince Albert asa 
remarkably good shot and an excelleut 
fisherman. Riding, of course, is an 
early accomplishment of all members 
of the Royal Family and the Prince 
engaged in his first foxhound meet at 
West Norfolk right after the close of 
the World War. 

From 1895 to 1905, the first thirteen 
years of his life, Prince Albert lived 
the healthy and happy existence of 
the average well-bred English boy of 
those days. He followed the fortunes 
of the British armies in the Boer War 
with youthful enthusiasm. He appre- 
ciated the sadness that accompanied 
the death of Queen Victoria, feeling 
keenly the loss. However, he was far 
too young to realize the significance of 
the events and up to this stage of his 
life, it is a comparatiuely quiet and in- 
eventful story, 

But when he left these schooldays 
behind, the general pace was ac- 
cejerated, particularly when he began 
his career in the Royal Navy,

Protests against the Provincial Gov- 
ernment diverting revenue from dri- 
vers’ licenses to the general revenue 
fund ofthe province were expressed at 
the recent annual meeting of the Ed- 
monton branch of the Alberta Motor 
Association, 

A resolution adopted by the meeting 
drew attention to the fact that heavy 
taxation is imposed at the present time 
in this province. 

The resolution declared that it was 
“unresonable and unfair” for the gov- 
ernment to exact the levy on drivers 
purely for revenue purposes. 

Feeling of members was that if the 
proceeds the from drivers’ licenses 
were used directly in the interests of 
motorists, it would be a different mat- 
ter. But to collect around $120,000 a 
year on the $1 annual license basis for 
revenue purposes only, met with ob- 
jection and criticism. 

Attitude of the Edmonton branch 
on this question undoubtedly created 
fresh interest in any discussion of this 
matterat the annual convention of the 
Alberta Motor Association to be held 
at Calgary. 


OTTAWA, Jan. 3 —Preliminary 
and unrevised figures released 
by the Dominion Department 
of Fisheries for the 10 month 
period ending October 31 indi- 
cate likelihood of an increase in 
catches if present trend contin- 
ues. 

Recorded in hundred weights, 
catches thus far show an in- 
crease of 171,360 cwts., bringing 
the estimate for the period toa 
total of 8,151,050 cwts. Slight 
decreases in British Columbia 
and New Brunswick estimates 
more than offset by estimgt oct 
increases in other provinces, 
notable Nova Scotia where esti< 
mates indicate a probable in- 
crease of almost 200,000 cwts. 

Landed value for Canada as a 
whole increased, the tolal esti- 
mate amounting to $16,034,710. 
which, if sustained, suggests an 
approximate increase of half a 
million dollars when revised 
figures are available.
